His pictures of Open Sea, of Coast and Beach, with their summer 
skies, are always agreeable in color and composition, and suggest the 
refined and tender love of nature which belongs to the genuine artist. 
Of a reserved nature, and obliged often by the exigencies of life to 
devote his time to less congenial pursuits, Mr. Curtis in later years 
did not often exhibit his works, and on this account is not so widely 
known as his talents deserved. The present exhibition includes a few 
of his works, and special attention is called to Nos. n, 12, 14. 39 
and 67.
